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Battle is not won 


CAMPAIGNERS are 
being warned that they 
have not won the battle 
to save Weymouth’s 
Curtis Fields - also 
known as Markham and 
Little Francis - from de¬ 
velopment. 

Those leading the fight 
to protect the area’s 
Town Green status say 
the Supreme Court legal 
case to hear their sub¬ 
missions and those of de¬ 
veloper Betterment 
Property may not be 
heard until mid-2014. 

They have spoken out 
now because they fear 
many supporters think 
the battle has been won 
after planning officers 
recommended that plan¬ 
ning permission be re¬ 
fused for the 
development of Curtis 
Fields when councillors 
visit the site ahead of a 
decision, perhaps on 
May 29th. 

Leading campaigner 
Councillor Gill Taylor 
said: “The officers’ rec¬ 
ommendation for May 
Farm is to refuse plan¬ 
ning permission for a 
number of reasons and, 
while it is up to the plan¬ 
ning committee to decide 
on the day, there would 
seem to be a good 
chance that this applica¬ 
tion will be refused when 
it returns to that commit¬ 
tee at the end of May. 

“The May Farm area is 
adjacent to the Town 
Green land, but the plan¬ 
ning application indi¬ 
cates that Betterment 
intends to build on a sig¬ 
nificant area of the land 
including on the Town 
Green. While a refusal of 
planning permission 
would be helpful it 
would not in itself guar¬ 


antee that the public 
would have the right to 
use the land. 

“The Local Develop¬ 
ment Plan will ultimately 
dictate where develop¬ 
ment can occur and, 
more importantly to us, 
which areas where there 
will be Open Green 
Spaces. 

“The Local Plan is due 
to return to committees 
during May starting with 
the Policy Development 
Committee on May 20th 
with other committees 
following on from there. 

“This is where we must 
keep up the pressure to 
remove any planned de¬ 
velopment from the 
Town Green land and en¬ 
sure that the Town Green 
land becomes part of the 
proposed Country Park 
to the south of the site. 

“This however will not 
be the end as, even if the 
Town Green is desig¬ 
nated a Open Green 
Space, there is no obliga¬ 
tion on Betterment to 
continue to allow public 
access to the land. 

“While they cannot 
stop access to the foot¬ 
paths which cross it they 
could stop the public 
using the land off the 
paths. 

“The Town Green reg¬ 
istration is the only legal 
way that we can ensure 
that the public will have 
use of the land which is 
why it is so important 
that the society continue 
the case in the Supreme 
Court. 

“We have no date for 
the Supreme Court case 
to be heard yet but the 
earliest will probably be 
mid 2014.” 


Food bank demand 
at an all time high 


ECONOMIC times in 
Weymouth and Portland 
are so hard that demand 
for help from a food bank 
is more than five times 
higher than it was a year 
ago. 

Weymouth and Portland 
Food Bank helped 83 
people in the first three 
months of 2012 but a 
staggering 464 people 
during the same period 
this year. 

Single people, families, 
people who had lost a 
high paying job and those 
who had lost a member of 
the family were all among 
those helped.

bank Lily Mockett said: 
“I had the idea but we 
work as a team. 

“We used to help up to 
ten people per week but 
now we are sometimes 
helping more than 40. 

“A single person is 
given about two carrier 
bags full of food while a 
family gets about four 
carrier bags. 

“The majority of this 
food comes from 11 
churches in the area 
which donate food every 
week without fail for the 


central distribution point 
at Weymouth Baptist 
Church.” 

Vital support provided 
by the food bank often 
brings its own reward. 

Lily said: “What is re¬ 
ally touching is that peo¬ 
ple we help often come 
and help us when they get 
back on their feet.” 

She added that the dra¬ 
matic increase in numbers 
that the food bank is see¬ 
ing has been caused by 
grim economic times. 

She added: “We are see¬ 


ing more people because 
of the economic situation 
and the change in the ben¬ 
efit system, which has 
upset so many people.” 

The food bank spe¬ 
cialises in tins, packets, 
dried food and long life 
milk so it can be stored 
safely until needed. 

Lily said: “We don’t 
want perishables which 
can go off. 

“What we particularly 
like to see are UHT or 
powdered milk, breakfast 
cereals, pasta and rice, 
pasta sauce, baked beans 
and spaghetti, packets or 
tins of soup, tins of meat 


or fish, tinned vegetables, bars, tea bags, small jars 
tinned or instant potato, of coffee, sugar and toilet 
tinned fruit, tinned or car- rolls. 
ton rice pudding and cus- “Small sizes of anything 
tard, biscuits and snack are very welcome.”

At the age of two 
his family moved to London where David 
spent his childhood. He met Anne in 1983, 
they married and had a son Chris. When his ca¬ 
reer as a Pollution Control Biologist with 
Thames Water was cut short by privatisation 
the family moved to West Dorset where they 
felt at home immediately, living the'Good Life' 
with second careers as musicians. Elected 
Mayor of Bridport in 2011, David will be hand¬ 
ing over to Maggie Ray at the Annual Council 
Meeting on May 16. 


■ WHAT brought you to West Dorset? 

A Ford Escort - that and losing my job, and a desire to 
leave the rat race. 

■ WHAT compelled you to want to become a town 
councillor? 

Martin and Maggie Ray - and wanting to make a differ¬ 
ence, to bring fairness and openness to decision-mak¬ 
ing and to protect our environment for future 
generations 

Although involved in national and local politics for 20 
years, I have only been a councillor in Bridport for the 
last six. It doesn't sound long but I consider the rest of 
my life as being the training and preparation for the 
task. 

■ WHAT is a mayor's week like? 

There is no such thing as a typical Mayor's week, it is 
very varied ranging from local engagements and being 
Chair of the Council to representing Bridport further 
afield. It can be very busy, but if you enjoy it as Anne 
and I have done it isn't a chore. 

■ WHAT were the highlights of your two terms as 
Mayor? 

That's a difficult one - too many to count - but watching 
the Town Hall being transformed and being Mayor for 
its official opening was very special indeed, that and 
being the representative of such a great town here and 
all over Dorset has been such a privilege 

■ WHAT were the lows? 

The disappointment of not being invited to any 
Olympic events or functions and the drenching of the 
Town's one chance to be involved - but actually that 
turned out to be one of the proudest moments too, as 
Bridport turned out in force in atrocious weather to wel¬ 
come the Torch. 
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■ WERE you surprised by the reaction to your boy¬ 
cott of the church service celebrating the Queen's 
Jubilee? 

I think the reaction was caused more by the sensation¬ 
alist reporting than by my decision to be true to my be¬ 
liefs. It was in no way a snub to the Queen whose 
Jubilee I celebrated in several secular celebrations. Nei¬ 
ther was it a boycott, the town was well represented by 
the Deputy Mayor and other councillors who were 
more appropriate envoys in this instance. 

■ HOW would you like your time as Mayor to be re¬ 
membered? 

My fresh, radical and honest approach to the job, the 
way Anne & I worked as a team and that we were al¬ 
ways approachable. 

■ WILL you miss it once you hand over to Maggie 
Ray? 

Of course, but I know it will be in safe hands. 

■ WHAT will you do now? 

Continue working to help the development of our 
Youth Council, develop our Rights-Respecting project 
and continue to support and build our Community Jus¬ 
tice Panel restorative justice programme. I also have a 
key role in delivering Transition Town Bridport's contri¬ 
bution to the lottery funded "Communities Living Sus¬ 
tainably" project. 

We also have a new grandson and a lot of gardening 
and house projects rather neglected for the last two 
years! 

■ DO you come from a musical background? 

Music has always been very important but what I like 
and play is very different to my parents'tastes that I 
grew up with - but it was obviously in the genes. It's 
been a real joy being able to have so much fun playing 
with Chris - and it has earned a few'bob'for my chari¬ 
ties. 

■ WHAT is your earliest memory? 

Eating a teaspoonful of mustard given to me by my 
older twin brother and sister who told me it was but¬ 
ter! 

■ WHAT has life taught you? 

I thinkthat will have to be'my book'- but for a one-liner 
it has to be - 'you make your own luck.'

CONSERVATIVES lost 
two seats in Dorset County 
Council elections but re¬ 
mained in overall control 
of the authority. 

They won 27 of the 
council’s 45 seats, Liberal 
Democrats lost one seat to 
drop to 12 councillors, 
Labour won three seats 
and the Labour and Co-op¬ 
erative Party two seats - 
all five in Weymouth and 
Portland - and UKIP can-

didate Ian Smith took a 
seat from the Conserva¬ 
tives in Lemdown. 

Of the 45 newly elected 
members of the council, 
18 are new faces while the 
election saw more than 
125,000 votes cast with a 
37.86 percent turnout, 


more than five percent 
down on 2009. 

The first full meeting of 
the new county council 
will be held at County Hall 
in Dorchester on Thurs¬ 
day, May 16th when a 
leader will be elected and 
members appointed to key

positions. 

The election saw a red 
wave of voters wipe out 
county council Conserva¬ 
tive seats in Weymouth and 
Portland. 

It was a night of triumph 
for Labour and Labour and 
Co-operative Party candi¬ 
dates who gained three 
seats from the Tories and 
one from the Liberal De¬ 
mocrats, also snatching the 
only Independent-held seat 
at Portland Tophill to win 
five of the seven divisions 
being contested. Liberal 
Democrats retained the 
other two. 

Labour groups didn’t 
hold a single borough seat 
before the election and 
nowhere was their success 
celebrated more than in 
Rodwell where Dan Brem¬ 
ber - thought to be one of 
the youngest ever Dorset 
County Councillors - won 
comfortably. 

The 27-year-old said: “It 
hasn’t sunk in yet but it 
probably will when some¬ 
one tells me off!”

He added that young 
people were under-repre¬ 
sented on the county coun¬ 
cil and he wanted to “give 
them a voice”. He also said 
he had been “really en¬ 
couraged” by the support 
he had received. 

Other Labour successes 
included a “delighted” 
Mark Tewkesbury in 
Broadwey and Mike Byatt 
in Weymouth Town who 
said: “I am absolutely 
thrilled. I have been on the 
county council before rep¬ 
resenting Westham, so it is 
a great honour to be se¬ 
lected again.” 

The biggest majority of 
the night - 575 — came 
for Labour and Co-opera¬ 
tive’s Kate Wheller who 
polled almost as many 
votes as the other four can¬ 
didates added together to 
win Portland Harbour. 

She said: “It will be my 
first time on the county 
council and I am really 
looking forward to it.” 

Joining her will be 


Labour and Co-operative 
colleague Paul Kimber 
who won Portland Tophill, 
holding off a strong UK 
Independence Party per¬ 
formance while also beat¬ 
ing defending Independent 
Les Ames who had been a 
county councillor for 28 
years. 

Mr Kimber said: “This 
was the election of all elec¬ 
tions with nine candidates 
here. I clearly have a lot to 
do over the next four years 
and the county council 
budget will be my main 
priority. Make no mistake, 
Dorset is under threat and 
we have to protect essen¬ 
tial services.” 

The two seats to be re¬ 
tained by the Lib Dems 
were David Harris in 
Westham — he said local 
issues had dominated not 
national ones — and 
David Mannings at Lod¬ 
moor who said he was in¬ 
terested in practical things 
such as roads and street 
lights. 


Nightclub attack

"I believe that two men aged in their twenties 
are responsible for this offence. They left the 
scene in the direction of the seafront." 

One of the offenders is described as six feet tall 
and of athletic, slim build with blond cropped 
hair.The second man is about five feet nine inches 
tall and has dark short hair. He was wearing a 
black top with white stripes down the side. 

DC Desmond said: "Witnesses and anyone with 
information are asked to contact police as soon 
as possible in the strictest confidence."

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TRIBUTES were paid when Weymouth and Portland 
residents joined in a flag raising ceremony to recognise 
the 70th anniversary of the Battle of the Atlantic. 

Weymouth and Portland Mayor Margaret Leicester 
led the ceremony outside the North Quay council of¬ 
fices in Weymouth, which recognised the British and 
Allied services who contributed to the Battle of the At¬ 
lantic. 

A short service was taken by The Reverend Dennis 
Mould before Mrs Leicester said: “The effort these 
people put in dicing with U-boats was critically impor¬ 
tant to our salvation. We were totally dependent on what 
food and supplies they were bringing in to the country.” 

One of those doing just that was 89-year-old Tony 
Cash from Wyke Regis who has an Atlantic Star cam¬ 
paign medal. 

He said: “I was on cargo boats, tankers, all sorts. Most 
ships were coal burners and didn’t have radar and we 
sailed in lines. I was never torpedoed but I lost many 
friends who were. 

“The main thing I remember was the weather which 
could be fair or foul. We used to sail from Canada or 
the US to Liverpool, Avonmouth and the Clyde.” 

Representatives of the Merchant Navy Association 
and the Royal Navy Association joined local veterans, 
councillors, members of the public and council staff for 
the event hailed as the first in the country. 

The 70th anniversary of the Battle of the Atlantic will 
be commemorated with a series of events centred 
around the cities of Liverpool, London and Derry-Lon- 
donderry. 

The Battle of the Atlantic was the longest continuous 
military campaign of the Second World War and was at 
its height from mid-1940 through to the end of 1943. 

It demonstrated the enduring importance of control of 
the sea to provide a highway for the transport of raw 
materials, munitions and men and was pivotal to the Al¬ 
lies winning the war.

Coastal footpath closed over safety fears

safety fears have forced Dorset County Council to close 
a section of the coastal path next to the coastguard cottage 
near to the Young Offender Institution visitors’ car park. 

A large hole was discovered in the foot path next to a 
wall which is not supported by at least a metre in either 
direction. The hole leads to a fifty foot drop to a ledge. 

DCC have issued a notice that anyone caught using the 
foot path will be fined. 

County coastal ranger team senior ranger John Hayes 
said: “We have closed this footpath for public safety. 


“Our coast is constantly eroding and sometimes we 
have to close sections of footpath that are affected to en¬ 
sure members of the public are not endangered. 

“The cliff has dropped away alongside the seaward 
edge of the footpath, leaving a section of wall unsup¬ 
ported and a hole in the side of the footpath. 

“We have set up a diversion route and this is shown on 
the maps on either side of the closure. 

“We will be monitoring the footpath and looking into 
what remedial work can be done so that the footpath can 
be reopened.”

Ground frost was recorded nine times, 
air frost twice, fog was noted twice and 
there were several days with mist and 
haze. 


Snow flakes were noted on April 4th 
while the strongest gust of wind was 
37mph on the 17th. 

All temperatures were well below aver¬ 
age with 

The average maximum temperature 
was 1.6 degrees below average at 10.9 
degrees. 

The average minimum temperature 
was 1.0 degree below average at 4.7 de¬ 
grees. 

The average mean temperature was 
1.3 degrees below average at 7.8 de- 
grees.The average sea temperature was 
2.9 degrees below average at 6.7 de¬ 
grees.

Walkers urged to keep away from landslip 


WALKERS are being told to keep away from a section 
of the South West Coast Path after a massive landslip. 

But despite the warning about the fall at St Oswald’s 
Bay near Lulworth a school party was seen on the slip 
within hours. 

Council workers have blocked off the path near the 
coast and put a diversion in place using the higher route 
further away from the sea. There have also been warn¬ 
ings about instability at Ringstead, another popular area 
for walkers. 

Nick Kelly from the Lulworth Estate said cliffs along 
the Dorset coast were fragile following a long period of 
wet weather - followed by recent, rapid drying. 

“Visitors should exercise awareness of their surround¬ 
ings and pay attention to warning signs when walking 
near the cliffs,” he added. 

Around 20m of the coast path had collapsed at St Os¬ 


wald’s Bay - luckily overnight when the path and beach 
below would have been empty. 

University of Southampton lecturer and expert on the 
Dorset coast Dr Simon Boxall said other falls were now 
likely: “It's very difficult to predict where and when 
these landslips are going to happen,” he said.

Grants available for environmental projects 


ANEW environmental grant scheme 
has been launched in the South West 
to support water saving projects 
across the region. 

Wessex Water has launched the 
awards called the Sustainable Water¬ 
marks, which will run until March 
2014, to celebrate the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of the Watermark award 
scheme. 

The Watermark scheme provides 
grants from £150-£1,500 to groups 
across the region involved in envi¬ 
ronmental projects including 
schools, parish councils and commu¬ 
nity organisations. 

One of the most recent projects to 
benefit from the Watermark awards 
is Holy Trinity Primary School in 
Weymouth which won £200 to de¬ 
sign a garden that explains what the 
world looked like when dinosaurs 
walked the earth. 

The Sustainable Watermarks, 


which will be organised by the Con¬ 
servation Foundation, will follow a 
similar format, but will be judged in 
a separate category focussing on 
water conservation. 

Wessex Water spokesman Marilyn 
Smith said: “We hope the celebratory 
Sustainable Watermarks will attract 
applications from across our region 
and encourage people to think more 
carefully about the water they are 
using and how they could be saving 
more.” 

The grants, which will be up to 
£2,000, could go towards projects to 
install water saving devices for 
kitchens and toilets in schools, 
churches or other community build¬ 
ings or rain water harvesting at com¬ 
munity buildings, allotments or other 
centres. 

Recycling grey water for gardens 
and allotments, promoting water sav¬ 
ing behaviour through drama or art, 


creating a dry garden or using any 
other technical innovation to save 
water will also be considered for the 
scheme. 

Libby Symon, of the Conservation 
Foundation, said: “It is great that 
Wessex Water want to make a really 
big splash by promoting sustainable 
water use. 

“Sustainable Watermarks will 
award and promote projects that save 
water use and reduce water waste 
and we will be looking at projects 
both large and small. 

“The Conservation Foundation is 
delighted that Wessex Water have 
chosen to celebrate the 20th Anniver¬ 
sary of the Wessex Watermarks by 
building on their success with the 
launch of Wessex Water’s Sustain¬ 
able Watermarks.”

Lifeguards return for 
duty this summer 

RNLI lifeguards have returned to duty for the sum¬ 
mer at Weymouth and 11 other beaches in 
Dorset. 

Intensive training for their work has been com¬ 
pleted and they are now providing safety cover 
seven days a week from 10am-6pm throughout 
the summer season until September 29th. 

A further nine Dorset beaches will see RNLI life¬ 
guards arrive on July 6th including West Bay and 
Lyme Regis. 

Last year there were almost three million visitors 
to Dorset beaches with the charity's lifeguards at¬ 
tending 2,168 incidents and assisting 2,347 peo¬ 
ple from helping with lost children and minor first 
aid to more serious incidents. 

RNLI lifeguard Manager Barry Heathfield said: 
"We are pleased to be back on the beaches pro¬ 
viding this essential service to visitors. 

"The lifeguards have been training hard and will 
be ready to respond quickly to any incident. How¬ 
ever, our main role is prevent these incidents from 
occurring and we will be on hand to provide 
beach safety advice seven days a week, so if you 
are down the beach please come and say hello." 

He added that the RNLI would encourage peo¬ 
ple to go to a lifeguarded beach where the life¬ 
guards can provide appropriate safety advice. 
Checking tide times and local weather forecasts 
are essential and anyone intending to take part in 
any water sports should ensure they have the cor¬ 
rect equipment which is in seaworthy condition. 
If you are learning then it is important to get les¬ 
sons in the basics. 

The RNLI's new Beach Finder app enables users 
to search the UK for lifeguarded beaches and read 
up on local hazards. With real-time weather up¬ 
dates from the Met Office it also removes any 
doubt over whether to pack the umbrella or the 
sun cream. The app is available to download for 
Apple or Android devices at www.rnli.org/beach.

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Bus pass deadline looms 

PARENTS have until May 31st to apply for a conces¬ 
sionary bus pass to get their child to school. 

Dorset County Council operates a concessionary 
scheme to help families with children aged four -18 
who are not entitled to free school transport. 

The scheme allows parents to apply to buy any 
spare seats available on contracted coaches. 

A concessionary pass for 2013-2014 costs £450 per 
child and can be paid for in instalments. 

To make it easier for parents, existing concessionary 
bus pass holders do not need to re-apply for the seat. 

County school admissions manager Rick Perry said: 
"Parents do not need to re-apply for their child's con¬ 
cessionary pass. Only children who are new to the 
scheme and would like to use a concessionary seat 
for the first time need to apply. 

"We are writing to parents of existing concessionary 
passengers to ask if they would like to keep their seat 
for next year or if their circumstances have changed."

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Crime commissioner explores business 
sponsorship to ride out budget cuts

POLICE and Crime 
Commissioner (PCC) 
Martyn Underhill is con¬ 
sidering business spon¬ 
sorship to prop up 
Dorset’s police budget. 
The deal could be ex¬ 
tended to other South 
West counties. 

Any deals would be 
limited to a maximum of 
one per cent of the over¬ 
all budget and subject to 
strict controls. 

Mr Underhill said he 


will also continue to 
lobby the Government 
for extra funding for 
Dorset Police, which he 
says is the lowest funded 
force and has seen some 
of the worst budget cuts. 

In his blog the PCC re¬ 
veals: “At a crime reduc¬ 
tion event on Friday, I 
was pleased to have the 
opportunity to talk to a 
possible sponsor. We dis¬ 
cussed the possibility of 
a sponsorship arrange¬ 


ment involving all five 
PCCs in the South West 
region and I can tell you 
that I have already re¬ 
ceived expressions of in¬ 
terest from other PCCs. 

“I have therefore asked 
for this to be included on 
the agenda for discussion 
at the next regional PCCs 
and Chief Constables 


meeting (29th May). 

“I can see huge poten¬ 
tial benefit to forming 
appropriate sponsorship 
relationships with rep¬ 
utable organisations. 
They will give Dorset 
Police greater funding to 
maintain a high quality 
service. They will also 
ensure that we have the 


funds to help us to com¬ 
bat crime and provide re¬ 
assurance to 

communities. 

“I need to be clear that 
we are looking for longer 
term business support, 
rather than one-off spon¬ 
sorships. This will help 
us to plan and sustain 
projects that might other¬ 
wise not have been pos¬ 
sible due to the ongoing 
financial constraints. 

“I also need to stress, 
that neither myself as Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner for Dorset, nor the 
force, will ever allow op¬ 
erational functions to be¬ 
come dependent on, or to 
be influenced by, spon¬ 
sorship agreements. 

“It will never compro¬ 
mise the Chief Consta¬ 
ble’s authority or my 
commissioning powers. 
Sponsorship is there to 
provide an opportunity 
for Dorset Police and 
myself to work in part¬ 
nership with communi¬ 
ties towards a common 
goal.” 

The proposal has re¬ 
ceived tacit support from 
Clive Chamberlain, 


Chairman of Dorset Po¬ 
lice Federation. 

“Martyn Underhill 
rightly recognises that 
Dorset Police is the low¬ 
est funded force and has 
seen the worst cuts. We 
fully support his efforts 
to lobby government 
over this situation which 
has for too long remained 
disproportionately unfair 
to communities in 
Dorset. I would hope 
that all Dorset Members’ 
of Parliament will join 
with the Police and 
Crime Commissioner in 
fighting for fairer fund¬ 
ing for Dorset Police. 

“The issue of sponsor¬ 
ship is not new to the po¬ 
lice service and any such 
arrangements are subject 
to rigorous parameters. 
Sponsorship is subject to 
a one per cent limit of the 
force’s total annual in¬ 
come and does not make 
any of the statutory func¬ 
tions of the force depend¬ 
ent on this funding nor 
does it allow for any 
companies to interfere 
with the duties of the po¬ 
lice.” 


Smokers warned to'put it out, right out' 


DORSET Fire and Rescue is warning that more than a 
third of all deaths from fires in the home are caused 
by cigarette. 

Often these deaths are linked with smoking while 
drunk, or smoking in bed. 

Dorset Fire and Rescue is reminding smokers to"Put 
it Out, Right Out" whenever they light up; to install 
smoke alarms on every level of the home; and, to test 
them regularly. Without a working smoke alarm you 
are four times more likely to die in an accidental fire 
in the home. 

The service says that taking simple steps can help 
prevent a cigarette fire in the home: 

• Never smoke in bed. Take care when you're tired - 
it's very easy to fall asleep while your cigarette is still 
burning and set furniture alight 

• Never smoke when under the influence of drugs 
or alcohol. If your lit cigarette starts a fire you could 
be less able to escape. 


• Put it out, right out. Make sure your cigarette is 
fully extinguished 

• Fit a smoke alarm and test it weekly. A working 
smoke alarm can buy you valuable time to get out, 
stay out and call 999 

• Never leave lit cigarettes, cigars or pipes unat¬ 
tended - they can easily overbalance as they burn 
down 

• Use a proper, heavy ashtray that can't tip over eas¬ 
ily and is made of a material that won't burn. 

Kate Huelin, Home Safety Manager at DFRS said: 
"Every five days, someone dies from a fire caused by 
cigarettes or smoking materials. Despite a fall in the 
overall number of fires caused by these products, it's 
still the biggest killer in accidental fires in the home 
across the country. Every smoker should wake up to 
the risks they take every time they light up, and drop 
the habit of smoking whilst in bed or under the influ¬ 
ence of alcohol."

The new Volkswagen Golf Bluemotion: 
more driving, less fill-ups 


FROM Friday, UK customers can order one 
of the world's most fuel-efficient family 
cars: the new Golf BlueMotion. This car of¬ 
fers fuel economy of 88.3 mpg on the 
combined cycle, and C02 emissions of 
just 85 g/km, yet like its predecessors it 
still offers customer all the Golf's tradi¬ 
tional attributes of practicality, comfort 
and safety. 

The new Golf BlueMotion's fuel econ¬ 
omy is 15 per cent better than that of the 
previous-generation model, which emit¬ 
ted 99 g/km (now the emissions of a stan¬ 
dard Golf 1.6-litre TDI). The original Golf 
BlueMotion, revealed at the Geneva 
Motor Show in 2007, returned, at that 
time, a class-leading 62.8 mpg with emis¬ 
sions of 119 g/km - figures now sur¬ 
passed by even the range-topping diesel, 
the 184 PS Golf GTD. 

With its 50-litre fuel tank and 88.3 mpg 
fuel consumption, the new Golf BlueMo- 
tion has a theoretical range of 970 miles. 
Assuming an average annual driving dis¬ 
tance of under 10,000 miles, most drivers 
will only have to refuel 10 times a year. 
Road tax won't be an issue, either - the 
Golf BlueMotion is in Band A, meaning it's 
zero pounds a year. 

The reduction in the car's combined fuel 
consumption has been achieved through 
lightweight design (including 26 kg less 
weight in the running gear and 37 kg less 
in the body), engine-related modifications 
and a collection of other measures. These 


include super low rolling resistance tyres 
with higher air pressure, longer gear ra¬ 
tios (six-speed manual gearbox), the 
Stop/Start and battery regeneration sys¬ 
tems that are standard in all new Golfs, 
plus specific aerodynamic modifications. 

The frontal area of the new Golf was re¬ 
duced by 0.03 m2 and aerodynamic drag 
(Cd x A) by nearly 10 percent, giving it a 
Cd value of 0.27. Compared to other 
standard Golf models, the aerodynamics 
of the BlueMotion were also refined by a 
lowered ride height (by 15 mm), a roof 
spoiler, lateral air guide elements on the 
rear window, a masked front grille, par¬ 
tially closed air inlet screens, optimised 
cooling system airflow, special under¬ 
floor panels, optimised brake cooling 
channels and a C-pillar spoiler. 

At the heart of the new Golf BlueMo- 
tion is a 1.6-litre 110 PS common rail TDI 
from the new EA288 engine series (pro¬ 
ducing 5 PS more power than in non- 
BlueMotion models). The four-cylinder 
16-valve unit develops its maximum 
torque of250 Nm from just 1,500 rpm up 
to 3,000 rpm. 

Various measures such as reduced in¬ 
ternal friction, an innovative thermal 
management system with shortened 
warm-up phase, exhaust gas recircula¬ 
tion, cylinder pressure sensor, two-stage 
oil pump, switchable electric water 
pump and water-cooled intercooler right 
in the intake manifold result in success¬ 


fully reducing fuel consumption and 
emissions. To reduce emissions values 
further, Volkswagen has also imple¬ 
mented an oxidation catalytic converter, 
a diesel particulate filter and a NOx stor¬ 
age catalytic converter. 

Prices for the new Golf BlueMotion 
start at £20,335 (RRP OTR) for the three- 


door and rise to £20,990 for the five- 
door, with specification based on that of 
the standard Golf S - see price list for full 
details. UK Volkswagen Retailers are tak¬ 
ing orders for the new Golf BlueMotion 
now, with the first deliveries expected in 
August.

Ford maintains clear market lead with 
stronger retail and CV sales 


UK MARKET leader Ford increased its car 
and commercial vehicle (CV) sales in April 
and for the year to date, compared with 
2012. 

Ford's retail car sales were also up for 
April and for the year to date, compared 
with 2012. The Ford Fiesta was the retail 
sales leader, continuing to outsell its near¬ 
est rival by more than two to one. 

Mark Ovenden, Ford of Britain chairman 
managing director, said: "April continued 
the positive news in the UK market that has 
seen Ford's car and CV models sustain their 
impressive sales record through 2013. 

"Our best-ever vehicle range has proved 
attractive to private customers, helping to 
drive up our share of more profitable retail 
sales. The quality of the Ford model range 
is underlined by the Ford B-MAX achieving 
segment leadership as well as the success¬ 
ful launches this year of the new Ford Fi¬ 
esta, the Ford Transit Custom, the Ford 
Kuga and the headline-grabbing new Ford 
Fiesta ST." 

The official figures released by the SMMT 
today show that total car sales in April were 
up 14.8 per cent to 163,357 units, com¬ 
pared with April 2012. Ford car sales of 
22,178 were up from 20,621 in April 2012. 
For the year to date (end April) total UK car 
sales were 768,555 up 8.9 per cent com¬ 
pared with 2012, while Ford car sales for 
this period were 106,525, up from 103,469 
in 2012. 

With a total of 8,083 registrations the 


Ford Fiesta was the UK best seller in April - 
1,999 sales and 1.2 percentage points of 
market share ahead of its nearest rival. On 
retail sales alone the Fiesta's lead is even 
more significant at 2,733 registrations and 
3.3 percentage points of market share.

CV sales are up from 20,628 to 24,659 with 
share up from 20.6 to 22.5 per cent, com¬ 
pared with the same period last year. 

Ford medium commercial sales, headed 
by the industry-leading Ford Transit, were 
up from 3,096 to 5,013 and Ford's share of 
MCV sales was 32.2 per cent up from 27.0 
per cent in April 2012. The Ford Transit is 
the sixth best-selling vehicle in the UK, out¬ 
sold in Ford's model range only by the Fi¬ 
esta and the Focus. 

Ford Transit leads all CV segments in 
which it competes, with its share of the one 
tonne segment bolstered by the introduc¬ 
tion of theTransit Custom and theTourneo 
Custom.
